Is Music Are Euterpe and 
"n Eros drifting apart? 
Rising Above The question is 
the Emotions ? worth raising, writes 
Lawrence Gilmour in 
the New York ‘Herald-Tribune,” for 
no less acute a philosopher than 
Montaigne has assured us that 'who- 
ever takes away the amorous fancy 
from the Muses deprives them of their 
most powerful incentive and the 
noblest theme of their work." "I know 
not,” he continued, “who has succeeded 
in causing the Muses to grow cold 
toward Eros.’’ Well, so tur as Euterpe 
is concerned (and she alone among her 
sisters happens to be our concern at 
the moment), Monsieur Roland-Manuel, 
that accomplished Frenchman who is 
both critic and composer, has given us 
the answer—an answer that is not a 
little disturbing, and one that has, we 
think, been insufficiently pondered. 

Monsieur Roland-Manuel warns us 
that Eros “is about to abandon music, 
once his preferred habitat’? — has, 
indeed, already abandoned it, for he 
quotes a gifted Parisian colleague, Boris 
de Schloezer, to the effect that “modern 
music has broken with the emotion of 
love. The bridges which connect love 
and music have been destroyed. kor the 
first time in centuries, we are face to 
face with a tone-art which has cast off 
the relationship between the man and 
the woman. Wagner, Fauré, Debussy, 
Havel, Strauss, have been thrown in 
the discard by the modernists; and 
Paul Hindemith in Germany, Stravin- 
sky and Prokofieff in Russia, have lost 
all contact with the Eros that inspired 
their predecessors . . . as for Milhaud 
and Auric, their music is quite devoid 
of all sense of sex." 

Monsieur Roland-Manuel quoted his 
colleague as saying further that the 
contemporary composers he has men- 
tioned have a marked disdain for erotic 
themes; “if, by chance, they give any 
place to love, they do so merely for the 
purpose of deriding it." 

One is strongly inclined to believe 
that Messieurs de Schloezer and 
Manuel have some ground for their 
assertions although Roland-Manuel 
can scarcely bring himself to admit 
that the situation is really as grave as 
he fears. If it is so, he declares, then 
"French music is doomed." (Naturally 
he is less concerned with the future of 
German or English or ltalian music.) 
It must be obvious to any one who has 
kept his ears and his eyes open that 
Eros and Euterpe are drifting apart. 
Certainly it is true that the music of 
our immediate time has little concern 
with the expression of the most 
intense of human emotions. It is 
difficult—it is, in fact, quite impossible 

to imagine the Stravinsky of the 
"Octuor" composing a "Daphnis et 
Chloe," or the Prokofieff of to-day 
responding to the stimulus that pro- 
duced a "Pelléas et Mélisande." As for 
Hindemith, it is easy to conceive the 
strong distaste with which he must 
regard such music as "Tristan und 
Isolde," and his disinclination to pro- 
duce anything remotely like it. 

The characteristic idiom of, our time 

this music so terse, compact, sharp- 
edged, cool-blooded, exterior - would 
scarcely serve as a vehicle for express- 
ing the ecstasies or the sorrows of Eros 
Where, in the truly typical music of 
to-day, would you seek a decisive 
refutation of Monsieur de Schloezer’s 
arguments? 

One cannot even say of the typical 
music-maker of our time, as Mr. 
Newman once said of Strauss, that his 
interest is in human life as a whole, 
rather than in the single episode of the 
eternal masculine and the eternal 
feminine. For our contemporary music- 
maker, in the course of his increasing 
objectivization of the art that he 
practices, has cut loose not simply 
from the most intense and engrossins 
expression of human life, but from al! 
life itself, so far as it presents itself 
in terms of emotional substance 

Music has learned to disdain the 
sensuous note, and has turned sub- 
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jectivism brusquely out of doors 
Euterpe is become as uncompromisingls 
objective as a cash register. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding 
Monsieur Roland-Manuel is not quite 
without hope. He remembers that long 
before Freud, Rémy de Gourmont 
showed Montaigne to be correct in 
pointing out that the emotion of love is 
necessary to develop the wsthetic 
instinct, and that the sense of the 
beautiful in art is merely a sublimated 
voluptuousness. "Beauty," said Sten- 
dahl, quite beautifully, “is a promise 
of happiness." For additional definitions 
of beauty, Monsieur Roland-Manuel 
reminds us of Ball and Binet (there 
have been others, from Plato to 
Maeterlinck). “Who can demand,” he 
asks, “that this promise of happines 
be forgotten? Who can believe that it 
is no longer accepted?” 

One might answer that Herr Hinde- 
mith, for example, evidently does not 
accept it; nor does the Stravinsky who 
has put behind him "L'Oiseau de Feu" 
and the “Rossignol” and “Noces.” But, 
on the other hand, there is Milhaud's 
recent "Malheurs d'Orphée," with its 
moments of delicately fervid lyricism 
Perhaps our Parisian colleague is not 
fantastic in his hopefulness. At least 
he has cheered us by reminding us of 
Béhanzigue’s remark: “Love may not 
be a very great thing; but everythin: 
else is nothing at all.”

'l'HE exhibition of water-colors and 
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HE founders of the Canadian 

Pacific Railway well knew that 

the road which they planned 
would be not merely a great nation- 
building force in time of peace, but 
a powerful engine of defence in the 
Empire’s day of need. Their faith 
was more than vindicated in 1914-18. 
At the first rumors of war, the resources of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway were im- 
mediately turned over to the defenders of 
liberty and the Empire. 
Both Atlantic and Pacific fleets co-operated 
with the transcontinental railway, its roll- 
ing stock, its shops, its terminal elevators 
and all its varied mechanism, for moving 
supplies. 
Through its connections with United States 
Railways, and with the asset of its experi- 
enced personnel, the Canadian Pacitic be- 
came at once a powerful auxiliary of the 
Allies’ War Machine. 
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On the sea, the Company had special op- 
portunities of service. Perhaps no more 
romantic story is to be found in naval 
annals than that of the Empress of Russia 
and her exploits on the Seven Seas. The 
Company's ships transported safely over- 
seas from 1914t01918 more than 14,000,000 
tons of supplies. 

The total number of the Company's em- 
ployees joining the army was 10,187. The 
Canadian Pacific allowed six months’ full 
pay to each employee voluntarily enlisting, 
and let it be known that such men would be 
taken back into the service on their return 


All troop trains were handled with a skill 
which the military authorities characterized 
as "truly amazing." At all times the entire 
organization of the Railway was at the 
disposal of the Government. 

Returned soldiers taken into employment 
up to the end of 1920 numbered 18,000 men, 
of whom more than 11,000 were in addition 
to the former employees who came back 
into the service.

John M. Shandro claims stock- 
salesmen promised him $125 a month 
and 11% cents a gallon commission, 
8 per cent. on money invested, twice 
yearly, and dividends on stock. He 
claims they told him the Govern- 
ment guaranteed the money would 
be paid back in three years, and that 
shareholders were to get a rebate of 
5 cents on gas and 6 cents on dis- 
tillate. He solicited orders from 
farmers on basis of promises made 
and got orders every day which he 
could not fill. Mercer refused to 
give his money back. Eventually 
got $15 back. 

W. M. Burroughs, purchaser of 
$1,000 Alberta Refineries, Ltd., 
stock, and later another $1,000, the 
salesman showing an alleged state- 
ment by auditors to prove his asser- 
tion re payment of dividends of 144 
per cent. to be paid in one month. 
This stock was bought “on time” 
but when he asked Mercer to let 
dividends apply on payments of stock 
the latter laughed at him and wanted 
to know if he (Shandro) had been 
foolish enough to believe the story 
told by Finguard (the salesman). 

Mrs. N. McCarthy, Edmonton, 
bought shares on representation of 
salesman that she would get at least 
100 per cent. profit in six months, 
that the company's plant would pro- 
duce at least 150 barrels of gasoline 
every day and that it was a first- 
class investment. She invested $100, 
more than she could afford, be- 
cause of this assurance of safety. 
Later in her presence Boland Sisters 
were induced to invest $500 on 
promise of purchase at $20 a share, 
and they were promised a 70 per 
cent. dividend by August 15th, 1926, 
(a month later). She herself said 
she wanted to sell at 820 a share but 
salesmen did not turn up to buy 
them as they promised. 

Gaston Unzless, Edmonton. In- 
vested 859,000 on promises of jobs.
